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The New Scott Catalogue 


HE 1939 Edition of Scott’s Stand- 
ard Postage Stamp Catalogue 
made its appearance promptly on 
September 19. The new book in- 
cludes 76 more pages than the previous 
edition and Kent B. Stiles of the New 
York Times is authority for the state- 
ment it lists 2,089 major and minor va- 
rieties not included in the 1938 edition. 
Of these, just a little over a thousand 
were issued in 1938. 59 countries issued 
a total of 554 various commemoratives 
and 40 issued 334 air mail stamps. As 
usual Latin-America held the lead in 
new issues, particularly air mails. The 
new volume is bound in orange-brown 
cloth and is priced as before at $3.00 
($3.50 thumb-indexed). In the August 
27th LINN’S we reviewed the advance 
sheets of the countries as far as Hungary 
and continue this review now. The 
improvement most readily noticed in the 
new catalog is the addition of illustra- 
tions of all types of U. S. adhesive post- 
age stamps. This in itself makes the 
book of greatly increased value to all 
who use it. It can only be hoped though 
that the publishers, Scott Publications 
Inc., will continue their revision and 
eliminate from the U. S. section as many 
as possible of the highly technical varie- 
ties included, many of which have a 
doubtful history or have been challenged 
as actually being stamps. The inclusion 
of illustrations is a long step in the 
right direction. 
This, the 95th Edition, is the first one 
not published by the Scott Stamp & 





Coin Co. It is the first edition published 
by the new firm headed by Hugh M. 
Clark, Scott Publications, Inc. Hereto- 
fore the book was, theoretically at least, 
considered as a pricelist of the Scott 
Stamp & Coan Co. as the prices therein 
were those at which they would sell the 
stamps if in stock. Scott Publications 
however do not sell stamps. 


British Colonials of the King George 
V issues showing practically uniform in- 
creases in all colonies for the last George 
V set of each. The increase is from 
$3.80 to $5.00 on the 10 shilling de- 
nominations, others in proportion. Jubi- 
lees and Coronations show both reduc- 
tions and increases, reductions being 
more frequent on the latter. The stamps 
of souvenir sheets which were issued 
only in sheets and not as separate stamps 
are now priced only as per sheet or set 
of sheets. Italian issues presented a 
problem in listing in that high values 
of sets from that country and its colo- 
nies invariably have a surtax for other 
than postal purposes. Rather than place 
part of the set under SEMI-POSTALS 
the catalogers in the hope of lessening 
confusion have listed the entire sets 
under ordinary postage. 


The catalog pricing editors seem to 
have made a real effort to price all 
stamps and many a stamp listed for 
years without a price now has a quota- 
tion in at least one form. A great num- 
ber of minor varieties which also had 
never been priced are now priced and 
considerable change has been made in

KenMore Offers The Famous British Guiana 1c 


dealers in British Colonials have announced they now have for sale the 
world’s most valuable stamp, the famous 1c 1856 British Guiana, of 
which but the one copy exists. This stamp was found by a boy in 
1873 while looking for stamps on the family correspondence, later selling 
it for six shillings to an older collector. In the next decade it changed 
hands at increasing prices, though in 1878, it along with numerous 
other early British Guiana only brought a total of $600. For 44 years 
it remained in the Ferrary collection, being sold at auction in 1922 to 
Arthur Hind of Utica, N. Y. for approximately $32,500. Hind admitted 
he bought it for publicity purposes and had been prepared to pay $60,000 
if necessary. On Hind’s death in 1933 it was offered at auction with a 
reserve of $50,000 but bids fell short of this by some $12,000. The 
KenMore Stamp Company is offering the stamp at a price of $37,500. 
The rarity is printed in black from a typeset form on a magenta paper, 
and was one of a provisional issue printed in a newspaper office to serve 
until further supplies of the regular issues arrived from England. It 
bears the dated cancellation of Demerara, April 4, 1856, and the initials 
of one of the post office force of the day.

learn that the catalog will be entirely 
revised in 1940 which may mean the 
elimination of these borderline stamps. 
Some issues of the past year have been 
relegated to the Tentative Listings, not- 
ably Nicaragua’s last two outbursts of 
miniature sheets, all of which have been 
used for postage but the manner of issue 
seems to be questioned. Egypt is spank- 
ed by having the £1 Farouk Birthday 
stamp so listed. Others detained in the 
catalog ‘“anteroom” are the German 
overprints on the Brown Band and Hit- 
ler Birthday sheets; the Cuban Artist 
and Authors set; and the French Col- 
onial Exposition miniature sheets of 
odious memory. But to get on to the 
changes: 

Iraq’s 1931 25 rupee both ordinary 
and official goes from $30 to $45; the 
rare error “25 flis” for “25 fils” on the 
4 annas is omitted; 1932 high values in- 
crease roughly 25%. Italian East Africa 
is a new country listed, with 43 stamps 
to its credit so far; Italy’s 1927 error 
color of the 20c Volta drops from $30 
to $15; A number of 1929 to 1934 com- 
mems are reduced, the largest reduction 
being the 50% or more on most of the 
Dante set. 1923 Black Shirt Semi-Post- 
als are up from 90c to $1.50 for the set; 
while 1926 and 1928 sets are reduced 
considerably. In Airmails the Dantes 
drop from $3.20 the set to $1.92 and 
the 100 lire Da Vinci from $8 to $5. 
1933 Zepps tumble from $6.50 to $3.25 
and the 1934 Birthdays are cut in half. 


Advances are few and slight in Italy, 
which simply reflects the fact this coun- 
try has overdone the stamp _ issuing 
privilege in a flagrant manner. 


The three scarcest of Ivory Coast’s 
1913-17 set are reduced a third or more. 
Japan’s 1934 airmail sheet is so listed 
for the first time as a number, price 
being doubled to $6. High values of 
King Alexanders of Jugo-Slavia show 
most of the increases there. The lost 
German colony of Kiauchau shows 
marked advances as high as $10 each, 
particularly on used copies. Kuwait’s 
4 annas airmail jumps from $13.50 to 
$22.50 used and mint, while the other 
three are cut a third. Latvia’s chief 
revision is in the German Occupation 
issues, which are reduced heavily, most- 
ly downward, biggest cut being No. 603 
from $35 to $15. 

Liberia’s inverted centers of the 1906 
are cut as much as $10, reflecting the

hand the 1920 issues are considerably 
increased, particularly the curious errors, 
reflecting the demand for these combin- 
ations which really were errors. Liechten- 
stein, always a popular country shows a 
number of real increases. 1934 30 rp. 
goes to $5; 1924-28 sets increase rather 
uniformly; 1933 regular increases from 
$5 to $9.50; No. 114 jumps from $4 to 
$7.50; 5 franc 1934 sheet jumps from 
$30 to $45; 1934-35 general advances, 
the 10 franc the most, from $6 to $10; 
1931 Zepps go up only 50c; and No. 709 
official jumps from 25c to $1.50. 

Lithuania’s first Kovno typesets in- 
crease 50c each; 1930 commems up; all 
varieties of the 1930 Airs are priced now, 
highest being $10. Luxemburg being so 
popular the increases could be expected. 
The 1920 souvenir sheet of 5 is $12, 
emergency sheet of 25 $5; the 1921-22 
emergency sheets of 25 are priced for 
the first time at $5 to $20; 1923 sheet 
up 50%; 1929-33 semi-postals are ad- 
vanced uniformly; 1935 Intellectuals are 
now omitted. 

Manchukuo No. 30 jumps from $2 un- 
used and 80c used to $10 in either form; 
No. 108 is now priced, $1; the scarce 
39f airmail is now listed and priced at 
$3. Marianna Islands German colonials 
increase as high as $30 each. Marien- 
werder first 5 mark is increased to $2.50, 
while scarce No. 40 is again upped, 
reaching $1.50. Marshall Islands also 
increase in the Germans. 

Mexico includes changes in listing as 
well as prices. For the first time the in- 
verted center of the 5 peso 1915-16 is 
priced, $60; so also for the first time is 
No. 626a, at $20; 1934 issues have had 
their numbers revised; No. 723 Chiapas 
commem jumps from 10c to a dollar!; 
the 40c 1929 Air drops to $4; 943a and 
b are increased from $7.50 each to 
$17.50; National University airs are re- 
duced in the values of 5 pesos and lower, 
10 peso remains the same and the 20 
peso is now $100 mint and $60 used; 
No. 981 is now priced, used only at $1 
as is No. 938 both ways, $1; No. 1173 
is a $20 item; No. 1183 ups from $6 to 
$8.50; Mongolia shows but little 
change; we note the 1930 provisionals 
increase from $5.50 to $7.50. Newfound- 
land shows very little change, the 10c 
1911 going from $6 to $7.50; the 1933 
“L. & S. Post” is now listed as unwater- 
marked and the b variety is dropped — 
quite a change. The DO-X is now $12.50.

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$100,000 Stamp Theft 


Newspapers and radio commentators 
reported on Friday, September 16, what 
is probably the greatest stamp theft in 
the history of philately, the theft of over 
$100,000 worth of stamps from the firm 
of Stanley Gibbons, Inc., New York 
City. Capt. G. W. Nowell-Usticke, head 
of the firm, discovered early in August 
that stamps were missing from the stock 
which he knew had not been sold and 
called in detectives on August 8. Near- 
ly 20 other employees of the firm were 
investigated without result before they 
started checking on Mrs. Anna Kur- 
anda Gruelich, 27, who was in charge of 
the books and cash of the firm. Thurs- 
day, $38 in marked money was placed 
in the firm’s cash register, and noting 
it was gone immediately after Mrs. 
Gruelich left the office, he signalled to 
a detective across the street, who in 
turn stopped and searched her, finding 
not only the marked money but stamps 
valued at $175. Her husband, Francis 
Gruelich, was arrested a few minutes 
later at Woodside, Long Island. All 
night questioning of the pair brought 
confessions, a search of their six room 
apartment resulting in the finding of 
some $25,000 worth of stamps; cash, 
bank deposits and securities worth $11,- 
000; records of the sale of thousands 
of dollars of stolen stamps; and lavish 
furnishings and expensive clothing. 

Gruelich came to New York from 
Syracuse about six years ago, working 
until September, 1933, in a brokerage 
firm. In 1933 he married the present 
Mrs. Gruelich, who was working for 
Stanley Gibbons, Inc. On her request 
Capt. Usticke gave Gruelich a job sort- 
ing stamps, etc. Noting that no check 
was made on Mrs. Gruelich’s activities, 
the pair commenced to take cash and 
stamps in small amounts home with 
them. Police said it appeared to be a 
case where petty thievery became a sort 
of obsession. Capt. Usticke said that 
few if any of the stamps stolen exceeded 
$5 or $10 each in value. Their accumu- 
lation of stolen stamps had grown to 
such proportions in 1937 that Gruelich 
quit his position and commenced dealing 
in stamps himself, Mrs. Gruelich mean- 
while continuing to supply additions 
from the Gibbons stocks. Under the 
names of “Ralph Adams” and “Robert 
E. Diamond” at 128 Church Street and 
15 Park Row he conducted a large busi- 
ness. He also ran “The International 
Auction Service Inc.,” at 489 Fifth Ave. 
and had recently changed the Diamond 
address to Post Office Box B, New Hyde 
Park, N. Y., as well as planning to 
open a shop at 91-05 Jamaica Avenue, 
Jamaica, N. Y., as soon as his wife left 
the employ of Gibbons.

UNDER ONE DOLLAR 


Apparently the thefts netted more 
money than they knew what to do with, 
for the apartment revealed such items 
of clothing as 300 silk neckties, 15 suits 
and 16 pairs of shoes—never worn, fur 
coats, capes, etc. The kitchen was out- 
fitted with all kinds of modern equip- 
ment, yet it too had never been used. 
The furnishings of the balance of the 
apartment were on a similar scale. Two 
huge filing cabinets were full of stamps. 

When Greulich needed certain stamps 
for want lists, he would tell his wife 
what he needed when they met for lunch 
every day, she procuring them from 
Gibbons’ stock that afternoon! Photos 
of material recovered included two filing 
cabinets crammed with all kinds of U. S. 
stamps, mint sheets in profusion. 

Under the name of Robert E. Dia- 
mond, Gruelich issued a nicely printed 
house organ, catering to collectors of 
U. S. The latest number says over the 
signature of “Diamond” that “the sum- 
mer time is the time to pick up bar- 
gains” though it appears this firm was 
“picking up” bargains the year round. 


Also noted were prominent display ads 
in Mekeels and Stamps in the issues 
appearing two days after the arrest ad- 
vising all and sundry of their “New 
Address” which had more than a little 
irony and humor as the proprietor was 
already in a new address—jail—when 
the ads appeared. When arraigned they 
were ordered held in $15,00 bail.

Agency 





As of September 14 the Philatelic 
Agency withdrew from sale, the $1.00 
Lincoln Memorial stamp, issued on Feb- 
ruary 12, 1923, which without change in 
method of printing, gauge of perfora- 
tion or color has been the current stamp 
of that denomination since that time. 
It is not expected there will be any rush 
on post office stocks as it is widely 
stocked in sufficient quantities to indi- 
cate it will be in circulation for years. 
The withdrawal of this stamp from the 
Agency sets a record of some sort as the 
new $1 design of the Presidential scrics 
had only been in circulation 15 days 
before the old design was withdrawn. 
The stamp was printed in sheets of 200, 
divided horizontally by cutting into post 
office panes of 100, the vertical guide 
line being of course perforated. Plates 
14268, 18642, 18680-81-82 were reported 
used, the plate number appearing twice 
in the top and bottom margins, over 
(or under) the third stamp from right 
and left edges of panes.

Editor’s Notebook 


THE PROBLEM Stamp collecting is 
breaking into the 
news these days in sums not to be 
sneezed at. First its a find of a ‘“$50,- 
000 stamp” and next a $100,000 larceny. 
Though the first proved a gross exagger- 
ation, unfortunately the second was only 
too true. The $100,000 theft highlights 
a matter of increasing concern to dealers 
and collectors — the number of thefts of 
stamp collections and stock books with 
little of the loot ever recovered. Such a 
large market exists for U. S. and recent 
foreign that thieves apparently find phil- 
ately a good field for their activities. The 
size of the market does have something 
to do with it, just as the difficulty of 
identifying stolen material adds its bit 
of incentive. Every dealer’s stock con- 
tains certain books duplicated in every 
other dealer’s stock. Most collections of 
U. S. contain few items not duplicated 
in hundreds, if not thousands of other 
collections. 


What to do about it all is our problem. 
If collectors and dealers would unite in

deter some of the crooks, for certainty 
of punishment is the only way of 
straightening many of the brethren with 
“taking ways.” Even more effective 
would be consistently strong action 
against all who knowingly buy stolen 
property. Laws are at hand to punish 
such, but courts have frequently been 
lax in using them. Philately has at its 
hands means to punish very effectively 
those who transgress. Clubs have too 
frequently been dilatory in requiring 
explanations and/or resignations from 
members with too light a conscience. 


In several cases we know of, though 
strong evidence was presented, no action 
was taken by the club involved—once 
because the accused was a “good fellow.” 
The accused was not even required to 
answer charges though it was plain no 
reasonable doubt of guilt existed. Such 
indifference only piles up trouble for 
the future. We can not blame courts or 
police if we collectors are equally lax in 
detection, prosecution and punishment. 

Some of us make the mistake of brag- 
ging at the wrong time and place just 
how valuable our stamps are. Most of 
us are a little careless in protecting them. 
We’d never think of leaving bonds or 
cash worth a fraction of our stamps in 
the places we do leave the stamps. Some 
of us too are too ready to buy a stamp 
offered at a price we know is unneces- 
sarily low. Strong suspicions, not to men- 
tion really worthwhile evidence is with- 
held from: authorities because “we didn’t 
want any trouble.” But trouble does 
come, sometimes with a painful sort of 
justice, as for example to the collector 
who shied from examining evidence of 
criminal acts of one “good fellow” and 
later was neatly trimmed by the same 
“good fellow.” 

The $100,000 theft brought out that 
the accused was not only dealing openly 
in stolen stamps, but was advertising in 
stamp publications (not LINN’S) under 
an assumed name and putting on a big 
front in general. Such things shouldn’t 
be and philatelic publishers are to blame 
in part at least for their failure to col- 
lectively join in combat against the 
frauds. LINN’S has repeatedly urged 
such action, but most of our contempor- 
aries have remained blind to the need.

Alexandretta’s Issues 


Special stamps were authorized for 
the autonomous territory separated from 
Syria and titled “Sandjak d’ Alex- 
andretta” by a decree of the High Com- 
missioners dated March 23, 1938. Stamps 
of Syria were overprinted between April 
6 and 14 at the Rotos Printing Works 
at Alexandretta from copper plates 
(electrotypes?) bearing the name and no 
other inscription. The quantities over- 


printed as given in L’Echo de la Tim- 
brologie are as follows:

A supplementary printing of 5,000 
stamps was made on April 25 by the 
same printers of each of the six values 
of the Postage Dues. 


In addition have been overprinted: 
2,200 stamped envelopes of 4 pi., 1,100 
postcards of 3 pi. and 1,099 letter-cards 
of 4 pi. 

On May 4, 1938, a Commission pre- 
sided over by the Director of Finances, 
who is also Director of Posts and Tele- 
graphs of the Sandjak, together with 
four members of the Administration, wit- 
nessed the destruction of the overprint- 
ing plates in the furnaces of the firm 
of Narin Marimian at Alexandretta.

This is not 
true though as an examination of quite 
a few stocks proved. They are not scarce 
it is true, but they do not exist in 
BALES as some items do and this means 
that in a few years these items will be 
pressing the medium priced class for a 
place in their ranks. Springfield and Day- 
ton seem to be much more common than 
Columbus, Cleveland, Toledo, Akron or 
Cincinnati, altho the latter lists only at 
2c. I find it just as scarce as ones from 
Toledo or Columbus. On the other hand 
there seems to be an inexhaustible supply 
of %c from Springfield but few if any 
blocks are known. Get your blocks and 
singles of these now or else pay the piper 
later on.

The recently discovered 1c design of 
1912 from a rotary press endwise coil 
printing, perforated eleven all around, 
is now listed in the 1938 advance sheets 
as No. 544B but is not priced. This 
stamp is rare, but as additional copies 
are being found, value cannot be deter- 
mined. Writing in Gossip of Sept. 3, 
E. F. Hartwell says the catalog measure- 
ment (23 mm.) given for the height of 
this stamp is incorrect and that search- 
ers for it may pass by the rarity as 
none were found to measure that much. 
He recommends the use of a steel tool- 
maker’s rule, graduated in thousandths 
of an inch. By measuring 200 copies 
of endwise coils of the period, he found 
the average height was .8845, while they 
ranged from .881 to .890. 23 millimetres 
equals .9055. The perf. 11 endwise coil 
waste stamp of the 1922 design is not 
listed as yet. 





What is the value of a 3c Jefferson 
on cover postmarked two days before 
the first day of sale at Washington? 
This question was asked by a reader who 
possesses such a cover. It is not un- 
usual to run across such covers, but we 
have never heard of any selling readily 
or for much more than a normal first 
day. The Post Office Dept. in its offi- 
cial announcements of new stamps warns 
postal clerks under no circumstances to 
sell any new stamps until the day after 
the authorized first day sale at the city 
chosen, and all packages and shipments 
of stamps sent out in advance of the 
first day are plainly marked with such

instructions. This makes it difficult to 
believe any postal clerk could be so ig- 
norant as to sell the stamps before the 
first day without knowing he should not 
do so. Instances of back-dating, though 
this is expressly forbidden under any 
circumstances, are known. Some of the 
pre-first day covers are the result of 
collectors prevailing upon a clerk to sell 
the stamps, both knowing this should not 
be done, but the clerk overlooking his 
orders because he can’t see that it makes 
any difference, and after all it doesn’t 
hurt postal revenues. The highest we’ve 
seen such covers sell for was a dollar and 
then the cover was really an error and 
not manufactured for collectors. To 
our way of thinking pre-first day covers 
would have to be proven real errors to 
be of any value. 





Probably the most surprising instruc- 
tions issued to postal employees in con- 
nection with philatelic matters was the 
order of Third Asst. P. M. General 
Black dated Sept. 15 stating that em- 
ployees receiving in transit or at offices 
of address unsealed registered covers 
which are obviously philatelic first day 
covers should not seal such covers nor 
mark them with the rubberstamp read- 
ing “Received unsealed” as required by 
postal regulations. He further orders 
that clerks are not to report such un- 
sealed registered envelopes as irregular- 
ities. This represents the farthest the 
Department has gone in suspending rules 
of long standing to please collectors. We 
have noted criticism already of the man- 
ner in which first day covers of the $1 
stamp were returned under cover, but 
on checking we find that this was due 
to the complainant failing to follow the 
clearly expressed instructions. Collec- 
tors would do well to read carefully all 
announcements and follow them, saving 
both themselves and others difficulty in 
trying later to correct matters. Repeat- 
ed notices of the post office indicate 
that many collectors insist on preparing, 
sending and remitting improperly for 
covers and stamps. 


When the $1 Wilson went on sale the 
first day, exactly five customers were on 
hand to buy the stamps when the Phil- 
atelic Agency opened its windows. 


A specimen of the Ic envelope of 
1874-86 issue was reported in 1899 as 
having 22 impressions of the stamp on 
face of envelope.

AN AMAZING SITUATION 


The biggest news of the stamp world of the 
past year has been the recent arrest of a New 
York man and his wife for the alleged theft of 
what is said to be $100,000 worth of stamps 
from the firm of Stanley Gibbons, Inc., of 
New York. 

Elsewhere in this issue you will find some 
other information on this matter, but here it 
is going to be my object to point out some of 
the matters that are of more vital interest to 
the stamp collecting fraternity. 

Francis Gruelich and his wife Anna Grue- 
lich were both employees of Stanley Gibbons, 
Inc. The wife had been employed for several 
years, she finally persuaded the firm to employ 
her husband. He was given work and altho 
he had never been a stamp collector prior 
to that time, he soon accumulated a lot of 
stamp knowledge, started a collection and then 
was tempted by the possibilities of profit from 
dealing. He wanted to do things on a big 
scale. He quit his job, opened offices under 
several different names, the one under which 
he did the most of his business was that of 
Robert E. Diamond, 125 Church Street, New 
York, N. Y. 


Under this name Gruelich issued an excellent 
looking little house organ called the Collectors 
Companion. It smacked of everything high 
class. From the issue dated “Summer 1938,” 
we reprint the following matter which shows 
the irony of the entire situation. Imagine if 
you can, a man enmeshed in such a systematic 
series of thefts as this man, and his making 
printed remarks as contained in this clipping 
from his own house organ. 

“In the September issue of the Cosmopolitan 
Magazine there is an article on rackets and 
how they are worked. It is complimentary to 
the stamp dealing fraternity, that they did not 
include certain phases of “‘stamp dealing.’’ And, 
most certainly, the stamp business has at times 
by a few, been played as a racket. The col- 
lector who has never been stuck in his life 
is a lucky one, but today with the excellent 
work of the various publishers, the number of 
collectors who have been literally swindled each 
year is fact decreasing. Publishers are doing all

in their power to protect their readers, but it 
is impossible to be 100% perfect. 

If you have the faintest doubt in your mind 
about the reliability of a certain dealer who has 
stamps that you want, there is one solution. 

. ask for the stamps on approval. If your 
own credit is good, and you can supply suit- 
able references, any reliable dealer will send 
you the stamps you want to buy. On the other 
hand, dealers must take like precautions. I 
have repeatedly urged collectors to offer the 
references required, but each month we receive 
requests to fill want lists unaccompanied by 
references, and other dealers undoubtedly do 
too. If you do not trust a dealer to the extent 
of sending cash, you cannot expect him to 
trust you with his stamps—send references, 
but send references of those who can vouch for 
your own reliability.” 

Does it not seem a bit queer that a man 
could get away with all this stuff directly 
under the noses of all of the dealers of New 
York City. Then on top of such facts, we 
note that Robert E. Diamond has been carry- 
ing advertising extensively in the eastern 
weekly stamp papers. Just the September 19, 
issue of Mekeels contains an announcement of 
his new address at Hyde Park. Perhaps Grue- 
lich was a bit hasty in making this announce- 
ment for doubtless the new address will be up 
the river quite a ways from New York City. 

In addition to his active advertising cam- 
paign and contacts with New York Dealers, 
Diamond is listed as a member of both the 
American Philatelic Society (13436) and the 
Society of Philatelic Americans (7644). Who 
signed the reference blanks for Diamond in 
both instances? Who passed on these applica- 
tions and accepted this man for membership? 

Truly, there is an abundance of carelessness 
evident throughout the career of this modern 
Philatelic Robin Hood. 

There is but one way to cope with crooked- 
ness and dishonesty in any business or group 
and that is by definite rules, regulations and 
cooperative action that will eliminate the cul- 
prits at the start. -If more were done to catch 
the petty thieves and racketeers in the begin- 
ning, that would go a long ways to discourage 
thought of activity in this direction.
